W heat And Cattle Trade Of Wet 


The future of Western Canada—and that means the future of all Canada— 
depends upon what the future holds for the success of farming. The suc- 
€eas of farming depends upon remedying conditions which today operate to 
leave no margin of profit between costs of production and prices obtainable in 
world markets. The truth of these statements must be recognized by any- 
body who gives the subject even a superficial study. 

It may be open to question whether, for some years to come until world 
conditions become’ more settled, any materially higher price for our large 
exportable surplis of grain and cattle will be obtainable. But the desired 
results, namely, a larger return_for the producer, can unquestionably be secur- 
ed through a reduction {n costs of production and marketing. 

Following the defeat of the Reciprocity Agreement with the United States 
which provided fay the free entry of Canadian wheat and cattle into that 
country, the United States enacted a new and higher tariff which amounts 
almost to a practical prohibition of export to the south. During the war, 


however, Europe took everything Canada could produce and at high prices, 
But the war also enormously increased anything the farmer had to buy and 
boosted freight rates to unheard of levels, thus. raisinig all costs of pro- 


duction and marketing. 

While prices of grain and cattle have declined to pre-war levels, dosts ot 
labor and articlés entering into the work yf agricultural production, and costs 
of marketing, have not. declined in anything like the same ratio, and with 
his products practically excluded from the United States, the Western farm- 
er and livestoek producer finds himself dependent upon the war- impoverished, 
tax*urdened, currency-depreciated countries of Europe, It is little wonder. 
that the industry of farming is in the doldrums. 

Efforts. have been made to improve the situation. For many_years the 
trilish Government maintained an etfibargo on Canadian cattle, but so long 
as our cattle could be sent ta the United States this did not so much matter, 
alhough it was a drawback and constituted a loss. Persistent efforts re- 
sulted in the British embargo being removed. What happened? The rate 
on cattle from Montreal to Liverpool which was $15 a*head was jumped te 

25"a head, thus'‘robbing the Western livestock producer of much of the bene- 
fit he stood to gain through entry into the British market. 

Under the stress of war. conditions railway freight rates had. been 1n- 
creased, and as one step to that end the Crow's Nest Pass agreement was 
suspended. In 1922 that suspension was ended and the lower rates on grain 
from the prairies to the head of the lakes again came into effect. But at 
once, lake freight rates were advanced to such an extent as to largely offset 
the Seduction in rail rates, thus leaving the farmer in a position of “as you 
were.” 

These are put two examples of condilions' which are operating to retard 
Western progress and development, The fact that farming and livestock 
production are. not profitable enterprises in Western Canada at the present 
time is nBt the fault of the country or of the producers. That the country 
itself is all right is demonstrated by a 450,000,000-bushel wheat crop last year, 
and by the fact that livestock is today a drug on the market. The farmers 
and breeders have done their part, and the country can, and does, produce. 
It is man-made laws, systems and corporations that are at fault. ‘They can, 
and must, be remedied, the obstacles removed, freedom in trade established, 
the shackles struck off and the barnacles removed from transport and com- 
merce. ‘ 

The Dominion Parliament can right these abuses, It is now in session. 
Canada owns and operates more than one-half the railway mileage in the 
Dominion. Canada owns nd operates an ocean merchant marine of scores of 
vessels. Furthermore, as Sir Clifford Sifton pointed out in his recent address 
at Winnipeg, the harbors’of the world are filled with ships that have nothing 
to do and that can be rented, hired, chartered, without the slightest trouble. 

The prevailing hold-up of the Western producer can be stopped at once 
if Parliament will but make up its mind to doit. Parliament can also,,with- 
out doing injury to any other class or industry, lessen the cost of the imple- 
ments essential to Western production. These simple economic reforms 
would quickly revolutionize the Western situation, and with returning pros- 
perity here the wheels of industry throughout Eastern Canada would also be- 
gin to revolve and give employment as in past years, 

The resulting activity and prosperity, encouraging all-round development 
of natural resources, would be the best of all_possible immigration policies. 
The present policies have been tried long enough and have failed. Give the 
new policy a trial by removing present hampering restrictions.

In a memroandum 
recently presented to the Premier, 
Hon, W. L. MacKenzie King, at Ot- 


tawa, Mt. O, E. Fleming, K.C., Prest- }. 


dent of the Canadian Deep Waterways 
and Power Association of Toronto, 
presented a plan of financing the joint 
‘project through amortization of bonds 
guaranteed by the governments of 
Canada and the United States and 
bearing 3% per cent. interest. It is 
well known that private capital’ is 
ready to invest in this undertaking at 
the above interest rate,,and just as 
soon as definite arrangements are 
completed between the two countries, 
the work can be proceeded with with- 
out any outlay whatever from the na- 
tional treasury. .“As a matter of fact, 
{t will not cost the people of Canada 
one dollar, or increase the burden of 
taxation one cent; nor will\the credit 
of the country on account of the capi- 
tal debt be in any wise impaired, for, 
as Mr. Fleming points out in his mem- 
orandum, the scheme contemplates a 
revenue “producing development of a 
natural resource that will finance it- 
self. ft 

“Since the project, therefore, is en- 
tirely a self-financing and self-sup- 
porting one, the united voice of the 
west should be heard for its com- 
mencement immediately, and its com- 
pletion. at the earliest possible daté. 
Otherwise, we should not continue to 
complain about high transportation 
costs for our exportable products.” 

The executive director of the west- 
ern association went on to say that he 
considers the Deep Waterway im- 
provement as the greatest economic 
project before the people of the Do- 
minion of Canada today. The im- 
mediate savings and potential benefits 
weré-incalculable. Not only would 
there be a saving of from 8 to 11 cents 
per bushel on. the farmer's grain, 
through the tratp steamers of the 
world being gjven a free seaway to 
the head of the lakes, but there would

Consumers of alcoholic liquors in 
Britain have either not been so thirsty 
during the past two decades or have 
lost the desire to drink, for the con- 
sumption of beer, spirits and wine in” 
the United Kingdom has undergone 
an immense reduction since the end 
of the last century, according to the 


Alliance Year Book, the temperance 


reform handbook just issued. 

Beer consumed in 1899 per head was 
$2.53 gallons; in 1922, 15.80 gallons; 
spirits in 1899, 1.09 gallons; in 1922, 
0.86 gallons; wine in 1899, 0.41 gal- 
lons; in 1922, 0.26 gallons. 

A contrast is made between the 
amount of beer consumed in 1922 and 
80 years ago. Then a population of 
29,000,000 in England and Wales ac- 
counted for 27,500,000 barrels. In 
1922 the amount was 21,000,000 bar- 
rels, though the population has in- 
creased t0”38,000,000.

New Immigration Policies 


Adopted By Federal Government 


Policies, which havé just been adopt- 
ed for the selection, transportation 
and colonization of . British setflers 
have been outlined by Hon. James A. 
Robb, Minister of Immigration and 
Colonization. They include an agree- 


ment for co-operation with the Brit- | 


ish Govfrnment in contributing to the 
transportation expenses of 
settlers by means of a loan in the case 
of children. Annoupcement is also 
nade that a Land Settlement Branch 
has been organized as the coldniza- 
tion arm of the Department of Im- 
* migration and Colonization to: ensure 
that new settlers will be directed to 
lands where they can have the best 
opportunities of success, and to safe- 
guard them from exploitation in ‘the 
purchase of farms which, they buy. 

Provision-4s made for enlarging the 
scope of the nominated passage ar* 
rangement for the benefit of residents 
in Canada not personally acquainted 
with persons whom they. wish to nom- 
inate, e 

The agreement which has just been 
completed with the Imperial Govern- 
ment provides for financial assistance 
.to three types of British settlers, 
namely, children, nominated persons 
and household workers. The amount 
of such assistance is limited, in the 
case of children who have not reached 
their seveneenth, birthday, to a grant 
not exceeding their transportatiom® to 
destination in Canada. Assistance 
may be given to “nominated persons” 
in:the form of a loan, répayable with- 
out interest, not exceeding the total 
cost of transportation at lowest third- 
class rate from the.port’ of embarka- 
tion in the United Kingdom to the rall 
‘destination in Canada. — Similar: as- 
sistance in the form of a loan is -pro- 
vided for household workers, with the

additional provisiqn that at the end of cipally livestock, fruit a 


twelve months from date of arrival in 
Canada a refund of £6%shall be made. 
‘to each female household worker who 
has remained for that period on a farm 
in Canada and who has meantime 
gatisfactorily paid the instalments on 
her loan. ; : 

Persons may be nominated for as- 
sistance under the nomifiated passage 
scheme by British subjects already 
resident in Canada, by the Dominion 
Government or any of its agents, or 
by any provincial government in Can- 
ada or its agents, 

-Of particular importance is the fact 
that under the new arrangemenis per- 
sons in Canada wishing to nominate 
residents of Great Britain to receive 
assistance as provided under the 
agreement with the British ‘Govern- 
ment need not now be personally ac- 
equainted with the nominee. Nomin- 
ation papers may be obtained from 
any Dominion or Provincial Govern- 
ment agent and may be subnajtted to 
the manager’of any chartered bank, 
who will forward them to officials of 
the Department of Immigration and 
Colonization at Ottawa who will ar- 
range with representatives in Great 
Britain to select a suitable immigrant 
and fill in his name as the nominee. _ 

Loans made to single men and wo- 
men are repayable in quarterly instal- 
ments and must be repaid within one 
year from landing in Canada. Loans 
-made to mafried men will be repay- 
able ip semi-annual instalments and 
must be completely repaid within 
three years of arrival in Canada. 
Only persons who have been approved 
by officials of the Dominion Govern- 
ment and Imperial Government wil! 
be éligible for assistance, either by 
loan or grant, The cost of assistance 
will be borne equally by the Dominion 
Govermment and the Imperial Govern-

|} A Few Sidelights on Lider’ Historic 
| Entertainments

The eyes of the whole world, and 
@spefially of Britain's colonies 
| throughout her vast Empire, are turn: 
ed towards the Mother Country by 
| reason of the great exhibition which 
\is about to be opened at Wembley, 
}one of London's northern suburbs. 
| Here has. been ereeted a miniature 
City of magnificent buildings, where 
will be congregated from day to day 
Restbaesiabe sons and daughters from all 
; parts of jhe globe, viewing the many 
resources of the Empire, its wealth of 
produce, inventions and manufactures, 
which are at once the pride of our 
peoples and the admiration of all be- 
holders. It is not the the purpose of 
this short article to describe the ex- 
hibition, but to give some account of 
those houses of entertainment which 
have afforded recreation to millions of 
visitors to the Métropolis during the 
past century and down to the present 
day. ‘Thousands of colonials will be 
coming to London in the course of the 
next few months, and there will be 
hundreds of thousands looking with 


recalling either own personal expert- 
ences or the historic places of which 
they have read or heard from the lips 
of their elders. In these artiéles we 
hope to interest te actual visitors, as 
well as those less fortunate readers 
who will have to be content to bridge 
ihe intervening space by the exercise 
of memory. : 

Of the older theatres, Drury Lane 
is the only one that. has regularly con- 
tinued as such, for Covent Garden 
Theatre has only spasmodic operatic 
performances and is threatened. with 
Amolition,and although there was a 
Lyceum as early as 1765 i¢ was not 
a theatre but a house of a very differ- 
ent. eharacter. Quite gone are the 
old shows and circuses, the pleasure 
gardens of Cremorne and Vauxhall, 
and even Roshetville at the mouth of 
the Thames, and the only permanent 
exhibition that has stood the test of 
time is Madame Tussaud's which came 
over from Paris in the year 1802 and 
still flourishes. . It was in the year 
1780 that Philip: Astley erected his 

‘first ‘wooden Amphitheatre. Twice 
his building wes destroyed by fire, but 
on Easter Monday, 1804, a new house 
was opened with an equestrian spec- 
tacle on a grander scale than ever, 
In 1809 the “Royal Circus,” erected in 
Blackfriars Road by Charles Dibdin, 
the song writer, came under thie man- 


[agement of the great Elliston who 


converted it into the Surrey Theatre 
which still exists. 

The Lyceum, scene of Sir Henry 
Irving’s and Miss Ellen’ ‘Terry’s 
triumphs, was first constructed in 1765 
for the exhibitions of the Society of 
Artists, But,‘after three years, divi- 
sions took place among the members, 
certain of whom went to Somerset 
House and there founded the Royal 
Academy. When his building was 
first burnt down it was to the Lyceum 
that Astley brought his circus, About 
1794 Dr. Arnold, the musical compos- 
er, rebuilt the interior as a theatre, 
but as he failed to obtain a license,

agricultural life-‘of Western Canada. 

Corn has been grown In Western 
Canada on h-small seale ever-since 
the “squawcorn” variety, developed 
farther south, was. found by the Cree, 
Sioux, Assiniboia and Blackfoot In- 
dians, well adapted to the briefer 
summer, and earlier frosts-of the nor- 
‘thern plains, but it was not until 1919 
that the corn ecrcp began#io be con- 
sidered eypn as a possibility in Sas- 
katchewan, or its Sister provinces. In 
1919 it was estimated that six thous- 
and actes~in Saskatchewan had .been 
planted to corn, practically all this for 
feed, as it was not-then thought pos- 
sible to ripen the Flint and. Dent var- 
ieties. : 

The anticipated renewal. of beef cat. 
tle shipments to England with the re- 
moval of the embargo, and the grow- 
ing popularity of dairying, stimulated 
the production of corn as a silage 
crop. . Within five Years Saskatche- 
wan's eorn crop increased from 6,000 
acres to 61,000 acres.’ At first, prac- 
tically all:the seed corn was imported 
from the western states, but from now 
én, h considerable proportion will be 
grown in Western Canada, and. both 
Manitoba and Alberta are looking to 
Saskatchewan for seed corn. .New 
strains which ripen earlier are. being 
developed, and plans are being con- 
sidered for forming corn pools to be 
operated on a co-operative basis for 
grading, drying and marketing 
seed corn. :

There Is no doubt ‘but that corn has 
come to stay in Western Canada. The 
days of experiment are past, and corn 
has become a staple crop, growthg in 
popularity in each year, as is attest- 
ed by the astonishing rate at- which 
fits acreage is increasing. To some 
extent it is revolutionizing Western 
Canadian farming methods. A silo 
has now become the familiar adjunct 
of most Western Canadian farms.and 
the effect is being felt in the cattle 
and dairying industries, 

‘Pertinentiy, corn production has 
once more proven the great versatil- 
ity of Canadian soil_and climate and 
the wide latitude of production pos: 
sible. One cannot bul agree that the 

‘st provincial corn show of’ this area 
marks a new step in its agriculture. 


Cost of Living Increases

| Land Close to Railways 


According to. Colonel . Dennis, ‘the 


head. of the Colonization Department 
of the *C.P.R., there are 63,000,000 
jacres, of privately owned unoceupied 
land within fifteen miles of the ratl 
ways,An the west, of which 25,000,000 
cereus suitable for immediate set 
tlement. — 

The figures give a glimpse of the 
uncealized possibilities of the Cana 
dian prairies and show that there is 
abundance of good land within. econ 
omical reach of the railways, and 


which justify great schemes of colon 

ization and setilement. Last year the 
area under’ wheat, oats, barley, rye 
and corn in the three provinces was 
32,000,000 acres, or about half the 
area which Colonel Dennis says is ly- 
ing unused within fiffeen miles of 
‘railway: lines, In all Canada there 
are only 60,000,000 ‘acres under cul 

tivation for “all purposes. A large 
portion of the land referred to - by 
Colénel Dennis is owned by the rail- 
| ways and the Hudson's Bay Company, 
but the bulk of it belongs to people, 
mostly non-residents, who bought it 
for speculation. . The ‘subject was 
aired in the House of Commons in 
1922, and member after, member from 
the west testified to the retarding ef- 
fect upon the progress of the country 
of these large blocks of idle land ad- 
jacent to railways, while homestead- 
ers could get no free land that was 
not remote from transportation facili- 
ties, 

Mr. ©. A. Magrath, chairman of the 
International Joint Commission, 
speaking to the Land Surveyors’ As- 
sociation, urged the big men of Can- 
‘ada to ‘take hold of the colonization 
problem, which he described as the 
biggest business question before the 
country, Certainly the existenee of 
so much good unculti¥ated land with- 
in easy reach of railways when set- 
tlers are deserting districts for want 
of railway accommodation points to 
the need of what Mr. Magrath calls a 
“shirtsleeves policy” to attract and 
hold farming population... According 
to Mr, Crerar, the increasing taxation 
of vacant land In the west is dispos- 
ing the owners to sell at reasonable 
prices. This is a poor sort of spur 
to inillative; nevertheless, if it works 
there will be millions of acres to offer 
newcomers with little capital, some 
knowledge of farming and the will to 
work. There is no necessity of wait- 
ing for further railway construction to 
go on with. great settlement. plans. 
Railway branch lines in the west are 
urgently needed to follow those .en- 
terprising actual farmers who, in or- 
‘der to get cheaper land, located be-

The wanderings of a comet, known 
as D'arrest’s, has been causing as- 
dronomers much trouble for several

pearance thirteen years ago, but no 
one saw it. When tt remained hid- 
den last September, nt which time it 
was again expected to return, it was 
feared: that something untoward had 
happened to it. Some astronomers

: ed_defore long to give us a brilliant 
shower of shooting-stars. 
On Pecember 1, however, Mr. Reld,

of the British colonies, as well as in 
the United States. What was pos- 
sible before 1870 in this vegans, is pos- 
sible now also. 

‘Canada made an athcwint in 1919 to 
remedy the situation, but failed to 
achieve success. In (hat year a bill 
was passed which, among other 
things, provided that ordinarily upon 
marriagé with an alien, a woman was 
to assume his nationality, but that she 
was not to be bound inevitably to re- 
tain ft, She was to be permitted to 
take out naturalization papers on her 
own acecount.as if she were unmarried. 
This act was later repealed because it 
conflicted with the Imperial act. 

“whe British Parliament bas recently 
been considering a revision of its law 
in this regard, however, and the time 
is now apparently ripe for concerted 
action on the part of Great Britain and 
the overseas dominions, = 

A suggestion has been made that 
this question be plated upon the 
agenda of the next Imperial Confer- 
ence. It is a matter upon whieh the 
various parts of the Empire should 
4tuke action simuliancously, and this 
ean be done if there ts sufficient ex- 
pression of public opinion in Canada 
and other dominions to warrant the 
alteration of the present inadcquate 
laws.

Different Kinds of Strata Encountered 
In Ql Boring Operations tn 
Western Canada 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terlor at Ottawa, says:— 

Drilling for oll, gas and water tn 
Western Canada is an expensive pro- 
cess, especially in-the case of deep 
wells. A knowledge of what results 
to expect is, therefore, of great im- 
portance. In order that information 
of the strata. through which the wells 
are drilled may be available to others, 
the Borings Division of the Mines De- 
partment endeavors to 
maintain records of the various strata 
encountered in drilling. It is well 
known to geologists that certain con- 
ditions are to be looked for in the oc- 
currenceof oil and gas, and the pres- 
ence or absence of these conditions is 
indicated in the logs of wells already 
drilled in the'area, if such develop- 
ment has already taken place. The 
annual report of the Borings Division 
for 1922-3 giv es the number of records 
of wells foce ived as 288; the number 
of wells from which samples were re- 
ceived as 81; and the number of sath- 
ples received as 7,975.
